After I MAKE no apology this afternoon for turning away your thoughts from 

the carthly war to the spiritual arena, and from the great and urgent 

question of unity amongst nations to the equally great, if not greater, 

Seventy question of unity amidst the Churches. I wish to speak for a little about 

the World's Evangelical Alliance, about its aims, about the achievements 

Years.” God has granted to it, about its possibilities. I am sure everyone here 

is profoundly thankful for these great meetings for united national 

intercession that have been organised by it. I recognise that this is one 

reason why God brought the Evangelical Alliance into being seventy years ago. I believe 

it was moulded and shaped for this purpose. To my thinking, the loss would have been 

tremendous if there had not been this common platform on which Churchmen and Free 
Churchmen could meet together to pray side by side. 

The distinguishing characteristics of the World's Evangelical Alliance are two. First, 
that we meet on its platform specifically in the interests of Christian Unity. It is nota 
bye-product. We come together to cultivate fellowship. And the second characteristic is 
this. Our method for cultivation of unity is supremely Prayer: it is at our Father's knee 
that we feel that we shall get together. It is through Prayer that we hope to reach unity. 
In Prayer we come together. The little things that divide us seem smaller, and the great 
things that claim us seem larger, when we are at our Father's knee ; and the World's 
Evangelical Alliance, with supreme and I think . 
instinctive wisdom, says, Learn to pray together, @

and you will feel your way into unity. 

This great series of monthly united meetings 
for National Prayer has attracted many eyes to 
the Alliance, but the same practice and theory 
have been in the Alliance for seventy years. 
One of the things that interests me most is the 
widespread testimony to the inspiration and comfort 
of the Universal Week of Prayer during the first 
week of each year. Praying along the same lines 
with specifically prescribed subjects, what inspira- 
tion and comfort small and large groups of 
Christians all over the world have found. But that 
is only part of the work of the Alliance. My 
complaint about some friends of the Alliance is that 
they do not know how big it is. It is the World's 
Evangelical Alliance, and there are abundant acti- 
vities to show that a considerable attempt is being 
made to grasp all regions of the world in the 
splendid aim of the Alliance—Co-operation and 
Unity. .Sometimes people have to discover how 
big things are that are quite close to them, and then

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people working together; and so the World's 
Evangelical Alliance provides a basis upon 


all-sufficient Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ ; 
and the Person and work of the Holy Spirit. 

We want to preserve in this Alliance the 
same spirit that our blessed Lord had. 
There was no one in a sense so inclusive 
as He. How inclusive His love was—the 
spaciousness of it, room for the multitudes ; 
and yet there was nome in a sense so ex- 
clusive as He. How relentlessly He shut 
out the man with the wrong heart, the 
wrong point of view, until he was prepared 
to change and accept Jesus’ great Master- 
hood. If I recognise the World's Evangel- 
ical Alliance’ aright, it wants to be just as 
inclusive as our Lord was, just as exclusive 
as our Lord was, and so we present this 
central conviction—fidelity to Christ Jesus, 
the great Saviour, the great Sacrifice; and 
whatever needs to be stated to make that 
fidelity to Jesus perfectly plain, let it 
be said. |

Notes and Comments. 


Our Prisoners RUHLEREN contains the Bri- 
of War. tish civilian prisoners of war 
in Germany. We had a 


hope that these men, after the confusion 
almost inseparable from the outbreak of war, 
would be well treated. We knew that they 
had organised themselves into a community 
in which every man had a definite duty, and 
that their internal management left little or 
nothing to be desired. As far as in them 
lay, they relieved their jailers of all un- 
necessary intervention. Under these condi- 
tions a humane State would have been 
careful to avoid harshness to men whose 
only fault was inability to leave Germany 
in time to avoid internment. Instead of 
good treatment, the American Ambassador 
reports that they have been deprived of even 
the necessaries of life, and Dr: Taylor, his 
representative, has condemned the conduct 
of the German Government. Had we heard 
the story before war broke out we should 
have rejected it as impossible. Unfortu- 
nately, our experience during the last two 
years has made us so familiar with Teutonic 
violations of the laws of humanity, that its 
credibility cannot be questioned. Germany 
cannot in her own interests afford to con- 
tinue this conduct. We notice that the 
papers in Germany try to explain them 
away. This is a sign of the existence of 
moral sentiment in a section of her people. 
We trust this reprobation will extend, and 
that the British Government will not be 
forced to make reprisals against the property 
of Germans internedin England. We loathe 
reprisals against the innocent in order to 
bring the guilty to book. Let-us pray that 
God will relieve the misery of the captives.

The one thing for us 
as Christians is to clear our minds of all 
malice and personal ill-will. Remember 
that the wronmg-doer is redeemed by the 
blood of Christ, and to strive in every way 
to attain his real good. How this may be 
done the individual Christian determines 
for himself.

members.” This has been judiciously inter- 
preted to be the case in the Supreme Court 
of the Province of Quebec, where. (Feb. 
22nd, 1912), Justice Charbonneau declared : 
“There is not affirmed in the decree any 
other authority than a spiritual one over the 
members of the Roman Catholic Church.” 
Mr. Justice Charbonneau, in the -Roman 
Catholic Province, maintained this thesis,

At one time 
it was true to say that the 

inhabitants of Christian countries believed 
implicity in immortality. The thinkers 
knew that, like every other great fact, it 
could not be scientifically proved, although 
the balance of argument was in its favour, 
and that it is one of those subjects in which 
when men did not accept a definite affirma- 
tive view, they thereby acted as if it were 
not true. We find first the doctrine of 
future punishment ruled out as unworthy 
of God—in spite of the teaching of: the 
Bible, and then there followed a conception 
of immortality as a kind of pourboire, given 
by God as a reward for living a good life. 
Men were told this life is everything, and to 
look forward to a future life was a sign of 
moral weakness. As a result the doctrine of 
immortality has been neglected, both in the 
pulpit and in private thinking, except when 
men are in the presence of death. As a 
matter of fact, the teaching of Holy Scrip- 
ture is, that God is to be loved for His own 
sake, and the Cross of Christ is at once the 
manifestation of Divine love of the sinner 
and Divine hatred of sin. There is nothing
